GAS ATTACKJ3N AMERICANS 


15,COO Mustard Shells Hurled on Pi- 


cardy Front. 


The Germans launched a heavy gas 


attack against the American troops 
on the Picardy front during the night. 


Early in the evening they sent over 


15,000 shells, composed chiefly of mus- 
tard gas, within a brief period. These 
shells were followed by an Intense 
artillery fire at 
midnight. 
Several 


hundred gas shells were dropped into 
the American lines. 


Enemy airplanes appeared over the 


American lines about the same time. 
Anti-aircraft guns brought down one 
German machine and damaged an- 
other. 


The extreme activity of the artil- 


lery and aviators, the rifle fire and 
night flares and the reported move- 
ments behind the enemy lines in this 
sector may forecast a new attack, but 
General Pershing's men are ready for 
any emergency.

Little Danger in Cartridge Factory. 
One of tho largest cartridge factories 


in the country, with a daily output of 
more than 1,500,000 cartridges, takes 
every precaution possible to prevent an 
explosion with the powder used in Its 
cartridges. The supply of powder Is 
kept JH u point two miles from the 
plant and is conveyed in a specially 
constructed wagon, the powder being 
put up in two-pound jars, to a smaller 
powder house at the plant, which never 
has more than 200 pounds of powder on 
hand. A system of pneumatic tubes 
connects this powder house with the 
various parts of the cartridge loading 
department, and when a request is 
made for powder a two-pound jar is 
put in a rubber messenger and sent to 
the department in need of the powder. 
Thus efl-h section of the loading de- 
partment never has more than a few 
pounds of powder on hand, minimizing 
the possible damage in case of an a<> 
cident.—Wall Street Journal.

Feature of the Aii Combat Is the Con- 


tinuous Gallantry and Audacity of 


the Pilots—Difference in 


Strategy. 


London.—Csiptnin M 
, one of the 


British Flying corps, ambling watch- 
fully behind a groat bank of rolling 
clouds spied in a rift below a Ger- 
man patrol of six machines. The com- 
bat was short, sharp and unequal. Im- 
mediately his pun barked off. A Ger- 
man dived headlong for the earth. Ills 
leader swept out of formation to meet 
the daring Britisher and followed suit. 
Knniged, the four others dashed for 
bur man simultaneously, firing as they 
came. For the latter only one course 
was optional. Sleeping low from the 
sky until he almost skimmed the tree- 
tops aud the roofs of the houses he 
reached home in safety. 


Which is to relate a recent by-the- 


way air raid incident in that thrilling 
and most audacious factor of up-to- 
date warfare, aerial activity. 
When 


the day is clear and bright or when 
the hunter's moon illuminates the night 
the pilots and observers of the Koyal 
Flying corps work overtime, and then 
some. From dawn to dawn, without 
intermission, until the rain clouds 
gather or the fresh wind grows too un- 
ruly, they are hard at it, fighting high 
up among the clouds or bombing rail- 
ways, ammunition dumps, aerodromes 
and billets in back villages. 


Nine Hundred and Ninety-Nine for One 


For every bomb on London in a Ger- 


man raid there have been 000 dropped 
by our men on points and posts behind 
their lines, lu this new warfare of 
give and lake while the Bodies are 
busy over England the English are 
busier over Kocheland.

32. The naval airmen bagged a further 
eight without loss and the. French 
were responsible for 2G. 


The German airmen are not lacking 


in courage, but the policy of their com- 
manders appears to lie to maneuver 
them in large formations, l.~> and 20 at 
a time. Six is a common party. The 
"tip and run" strategy of their bomb- 
ers is only of advantage at night. From 
n great altitude they "lay their eggs" 
ndi^Timinately and then make off at 
i breakneck speed for their base. The 
larger lyp'-s of machines, such as the 
trijilane, are greatly favored. And 
more than anything they are lacking 
in that code of traditions fostered by 
the British navy and so admirably de- 
veloped by the airmen. 


Audacity of Pilots. 


The outstanding feature of the air 


combat is the continuous gallantry and 
audacity of the British pilots. One 
youthl'ul veteran, attacked by a fight- 
ng formation of Bodies, fired into one 
nachine, which turned over on its back 
and spun down out of control. Then 
he turned his attention to another and 
fired 200 rounds into it. 
Suddenly it 


went into«a spin and crashed. 


Out with a battle flight of our own 


the following day he added another 
German to his bag. Then, to make full 
neasure that day, he spun lower and 
ired an observation balloon. In the 
afternoon he finished the aggregate of 
'our enemy airplanes and a balloon in 
three days. 


Two British machines photography- 


bound ran up against half a dozen of 
the enemy's. Strictly speaking, theirs 
was a noncombatant craft, but, an- 
noyed at the interruption, they laid 
about the enemy with their machine 
gun to such effect that in a short time 
they had knocked out two of their at- 
:ackers. The rest then flew away and 
;he Britons returned in peace to their 
picture making. 


Recently our bombers achieved a di- 


rect hit on a German army kinema 
with results which, according to a pris- 
oner's story, were disastrous. Immedi- 
ately the Germans retaliated by bomb- 
ng our hospitals and stretcher bearers 
>ehlnd the lines.

Memphis, Tenn.—Contending that 


airplanes flying overhead and landing 
n the vicinity would scare mules, 
smash down growing crops nnd cause 
negro laborers to leave their work to 
watch the birdmen, farmers of Arkan- 
sas, across the Mississippi river from 
Hemphis, refused to lease land to the 
government to be used as a landing 
jlace for military aviators, training at 
Park field. Eight landing places were 
secured In the immediate vicinity of 
Memphis.

Little Danger in Cartridge Factory. 
One of the largest cartridge factories 
in the country, with a daily output of 
more than l,r)00,0U0 cartridges, takes 
every precaution possible to prevent an 
explosion with the powder used in its 
cartridges. 
The supply of powder Is 
kept at a point two miles from the 
plant and is conveyed in a specially 
constructed wagon, the powder being 
put up In two-pound Jars, to a smaller 
powder house at the plant, which never 
has more than 200 pounds of powder on 
hand. 
A system of pneumatic tubes 
connects this powder house wdtli the 
various parts of the cartridge loading 
department, and when a request is 
made for powder a two-pound ja r is 
put in a rubber messenger and sent to 
the department In need of the powder. 
Thus e;f^*h section of the loading de­ 
partment never has more than a few 
pounds of powder on hand, minimizing 
the jiossible damage in case of an ac­ 
cident.—Wall Street Journal.

British Airmen Calmly Drop Bombs 
as 
Enemy Shells 
Burst—Depth 
Bombs Prove Effective When 
Aviators Sight U-Boats.

London.—Under a. heavy attack from 
three German submarines and three 
German destroyers, a British seaplane 
recently 
persisted 
in 
her 
efforts 
against another enemy U-boat and suc­ 
ceeded In sinking it before being dam^ 
aged by the ilre of the other enemy 
warships, 
Tho seaplane was on patrol duty at 
8:80 o’clock in the morniirg when a 
submarine was sighted on the surface 
with a man standing forward by the 
gun. 
Increasing her speed, the sea­ 
plane dropped tOv an altitude of COO 
feet and released a bomb. 
As she swooped around^ to repeat the 
attack a shell from the U-boat burst 
in the air 50 feet from the propeller. 
It wae seen that the bomb had made 
a direct hit, a big rent being visiljle 
in the deck of the submarine. Just 
then out of the mist ahead three more 
enemy submarines, followed close by 
three destroyers,' appeared. 
Attacked by Six Vessels. 
All six vessels maintained a hot fire 
against the seaplane. However, a sec­ 
ond bomb dropped on the disabled U- 
boat. 
It exploded 15 feet ahead of 
tlie bow of the submarine. The whole 
craft .shook and then sank quickly In 
a pool of oil, bubbles and wreckage. 
TJie seaplane, Imving no more bombs, 
and as tjie destroyers were coming 
near, J*eturned to its base. 
. 
Seaplanes also Jiave accounted for 
three oilier submarines. In one case 
two large seaplanes attacked a subma­ 
rine on the surface, with two Germans 
standing on the conning tower. 
One 
plane dropped a bomb to the starboard 
of the U-boat while the other placed 
one squarely Jn front of tiie conning 


tower. 
The explo.^ion of the second 
bomb was followed by several explo­ 
sions within the submarine, which dls- 
iippeared. 
Sank Two Others. 
Diving from a lieir^hi <if 4,000 feet 
to 1,200 feet, another seaplane» drop­ 
ped a depth charge on the sjxit uhere 
a submarine had di'^appcnred. 
Wlien 
tho water subsided, the shape of the 
submarine could still be seen below tho 
surface and a secojid bomb was drop­ 
ped, 
‘‘after which 
the ship disap­ 
peared.** 
An enemy .submarine with two per­ 
iscopes and about 200 feet In length 
was sighted by a seaphine on patrol 
duty. 
Th-a seaplane de.scended 3..S00 
feet to a height of 80 feet and dropped 
two bombs as the German subuicrged. 
One of the bombs made a direct hit 
just behind tho conning tower. 
The 
submarine., turned upside down and 
LMiik. 
Oil and wreckage later came 
to the surface.

men. The weather was hard on us. It 
rained so much and the mud was often 
knee deep in the tienches. The men of- 
ten had practically no shelter. 


"I did not have my clothes off for over 


two weeks and could not lie down. Our 
dugouts were always wet and often flood- 
ed with water. When we did sleep we 
had to sit on anything we could find to 
make a dry place and thus get a little 
rest. 


"While the Boche bent our line by 


superior numbers he did not break thru 
and he cortaiuly paid dearly for his ad- 
vance. 


Lieutenant Miller encloses a copy of an 


account of the battles in which the divi- 
sion to which he was attached took part, 
It is known as the "Go One Better" divi- 
sion. The account is taken from the 
London Times of April 4th, and says: 


"Yesterday I told something of the ex- 


perience of the troops including the Dur 
hame, Royal Fusiliers, Hampshires and 
Kent and Surrey battalions. I have also 
seen and talked with other troops, who 
shared the fighting in much of this re- 
gion, men of the "Go One Better" Divi 
fcion These men came in to the relief of 
the troops which had already had some 
Jays continuous fighting against enor- 
mous odds 


"On going in they found that in the 


positions they held, both flanks were 
more or less exposed. The Germans were 
already Li the village and their first busi- 
ness was to turn them out, and this was 
done by a brilliant.counter attack.

Saloon Keeper* Warned. 


The Adams County Exemption Board 


received the following official circular 
from W. G. Murdoch, in charge of the

in regard to furnishing liquor to enlisted 
or drafted men: 


First—The eale of intoxicating liquors, 


including beer, whiskey, ale, wine, etc 
to men in the military service' of the 
United States, which includes drafted 
men is forbidden. 


Second—Any person, firm, coporation 


or association, making such sale is liable, 
unless other punishment is authorized, 
upon conviction to a fine of $1,000 or im- 
prisonment for 12 months, or both fine 
or imprisonment. 


Third—Pursuant to Section No Io7, 


from and after the date and hour speci.ti 
ed in notice sent by the local board, the 
draftee shall be considered in the military 
service of ihe United States. 


Fourth—It is suggested that this mat- 


ter be given the widest publicity, that all 
hotel proprietors and saloon keepers may 
be given proper warning.

A letter recently received In this 
country from Col. William Hayward, 
former New York public service com­ 
missioner, illustrating the value of en­ 
tertainment for soldiers, describes the 
sensation produced in France by a 
negro band from tlio United States, 
whose membership also included mu­ 
sicians from Cuba and Porto Rico.

ducted the orchestra of the Forty- 
foul’th street theater roof. 
Colonel 
Hayward in his letter also said: 
“A lot of things are no fun, and one 
year ago I vrould have thought them 
unendurable. 
But what heathen* we 
will be when it Is all over! 
I shall 
not know how to act In polite society 
or what to do with tho ordinary para­ 
phernalia of civilization, like toilets, 
baths, club^ chairs.

War-Time Foods. 
Every woman who is at all patriotic 
these days Is^ planning, studying and 
Inquiring about foods ; how to feed 
the'family well on wlullesome food and 
use the substitutes for fiour, meat, fat 
and sugar that she is expected to pro­ 
vide. 
Those of us who wish to be on 
good terms wilh ourjtelves must be 
especially careful to follow our gov­ 
ernment’s requests In regard to food. 


Barley p/luffins. 
Take one cupful of buttermilk or 
sour milk, one tablespoonful of sirup, 
one egg, two faldespoonfuls of corn 
oil or any other vegetable fa t; a tea­ 
spoonful of soda, two teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, a teaspoonful of 
I salt, and two cupfuls of sifted barley 
Hour. 
Bake In well-greased gem pans 
25 minutes in a moderate oven. 
Bar^ 
ley flour makes excellent pastry w’ltli- 
out the addition of wheat flour. 
In 
using barley when baking powder 1« 
used, increase the quantity of the bak­ 
ing powder slightly.

For the Temporary Repair 
Of Broken Spectacle Lens 


Those who are so unfortunate as 
to liiive to wear giassi?s Hnow whaj 
inconvenience 
and 
discomfort 
are- 
caused l3y breaking a lens and hav* 
ing to wait for n new one, 
]\Iatter5 
are helped iiuine if a repair can be 
elfected, states an autiiority. 
This is 
not always possible but if the break 
ib a slniiile fracture, the following 
metliod produces a good repair: 
>Soften gum shellac in alcohol and 
ajiply It to the Qdges to be ceinented. 
Press the edges firmly together and 
hold in position for ^ few minutes. 
Tiien ¡ay the lens on a r id of cotton 
or soft cloth for an In .r or two, so 
that the shellac may Jiarden enough 
to stand usage. 
Note that the shellac 
is not to bo dissolved in the alcoiiol 
-just 3oftej iiMil it can be jepread 
on the edg’W; vf the 


Potato Yeast Bread. 
Take tliree cupfuls of hot mashed 
potato, firmly packed when measured, 
two tea.spoonfuIs each of salt, fat and 
sugar, a iialf n yoast cake dissolved in 
A fourili of a cui>ful of luke-w*arm wa­ 
ter, and six cuiifuls of wlieat flour. 
Put a tiiird of a ciqiful of hot water 
#lili the salt, fat anti .sugar in a bowl, 
add the potato, mix w ell; add the 
yeast and one cupful of flour; knead 
or stir in tlie flour at first, adding one 
I cui)ful at a time; it will be very stiff 
at the last, but with good Iv^ieading it 
will be smootli. 
The seco;id kneading, 
be(*Ruse of the moisture In the potato, 
will 
be 
s o ft; 
add 
no 
more 
flour. 
Wlien it is light, knead into loaves and 
when again light, bake in a moderate 
oven one Iiour. This makes two loaves 
of moist palatable bread. 
And pota­ 
toes contain about SO per cent wafer, 
jf no water is used, four cupfuls of 
flour will be sufllclent, but It will jakQ 
patience lo knead it, but the results 
will be good.

Letter From John E. Riser. 
John Kioer, son of Mr. and Mrs. Hen- 


ry Kiser, 700, who enlisted on August 2, 


1917, 
tells of the agricultural possibilities 


of the war stricken country where he is 
now located, in the first letter that has 
reached the states since his arnval "over 
there." He is a member of the 486th 
Aero Squadron. Portions of the letter 
dated March 31, and stamped Romoran- 
tin, are here given: 


"Just a few lines in answer to your two 


letters, which 1 received this afternoon, 
the first mail I've had since I left the 
states. I am well and hope that all the 
folks at home are in good health. I was 
at church today; the church is near here 
I hope I will have more opportunities to 
attend before I get back home when the 
stars and stripes fly in victory over Ber* 
lin. 


The people here certainly suffer from 


the horror of war. The women are all in 
mourning and there are very few young 
men around. Those who are here are 
the injured who have been sent home as 
unfit physically for service at tbe front. 
1 wish that after the war I can be muster- 
ed out over here, for I would like to 
spend sometime helping this land to farm 
and raise tood. 1 would like to show 
these people how to work some of our 
modern machinery, our agricultural im- 
plements, in order to produce more food 
to meet the great demand which is bound 
to come. 


My opinion and judgement of this soil 


is that it would produce wonderful crops 
if it were handled the way we cultivate 
it back home. This soil is fertile and has 
not been farmed as bard as back there 
and horses are scarce owing to those com- 
mandeered for the war. I would like to 
have about 50 acree of this land over 
here, at home in the states. Over here 
they haven't much modern labor saving 
machinery. It seems about 30 years be- 
hind the times. They are getting Ameri 
can machinery over here, however, as I 
saw some while on my way from port to 
this camp. It has not yet been put in

Later these same Manches 
ters had another chance to use the bayo­ 
net and did it to perfection 
“ ‘You simply could not keep them 
aw^ay from the Germans when there was 
a chance to get at them', said an officer 
in describing it to me.

hungry for it all the time'.

To Strikinr Youths. 
Littlestown, March 30.—T\velve of the 
twenty-nine employes of the Littlestow^n 
silk mill, w^ho struck for higher wages on 
Tuesday, have been notified that their ser­ 
vices w’ill no longer be required. The oth­ 
ers may return to work at the old scalc of 
w’ages, if they see fit. This announcement 
was made at the plant this morning, the 
management taking definite measures to 
show that the employes could not dictate 
the policy of the mill. 
The 12 young men
